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EXPLANATION OF THE USE OF THE INDEX 


This is an index not only to the reading matter in TH! 
JOURNAL, but also to original articles in the principal medical 
periodicals of this and other countries, In previous volumes 
the subject index was divided into two parts: one covering 
Current Medical Literature—-that is, titles of articles appear 
ing in other journals, as well as in this journal—and the other, 
entitled “General Index.” being subject index of matter 
appearing only in Ther JOURNAL. 

In this volume, the two are combined into one General Sub 
ect Index. We believe that this will be found more satis 
factory than under the old plan. The reading matter appear 
ing in THe JouRNAL is distinguished by the use of black-faced 
numerals. 

The letters used to explain in which department the matter 
indexed appears are as follows: “E.” Editorial; °C," Cor 
respondence; Therapeutics: “M1.” Medicolegal; “P.” Pro 
paganda for Reform; “ME.” Medical Eeonomies; “ab,” 
abstract: the star (*) indicates an “Original Article” in Tut 
JOURNAL, 

this is a subject index and one should, therefore, look fon 
the chief word, with the following exceptions: “Deaths.” “Book 
Notices.” and “Society Proceedings” are indexed under these 
titles at the end of the letters “D.? “BL? “S.° Matter pertaining 
to the Association is indexed under “American Medical Asso 
ciation.” 

\ll matter is indexed under the most important word of 
the heading used in The JourRNAL, and also under the subject 
wading. For instance, abscess of the brain will be found unde 
“abscess.” as well as under “brain.” Such titles as “ocular 
manifestations, ete.” have been indexed under “Eye.” Cross 
references have been liberally used It is also well to remem 
her that in looking up a certain subject related words should 
. consulted. For example, Chest, Thorax; Test, Reaction
